1. First issue of a new FDD weekly, Press Information on Cuba, 
was published on 25 August in response to an urgent requirement of 
the intelligence community. The requirement was initiated at a 
7 August meeting called by the ICD/DDP followed by a 16 August 
letter from the Chief of American Republics Political Division, 
Department of State, defining terms of reference and urgency of
